Contact tracing 
is the key to 
staying open

Summer is near. The lockdown is lifting. And if you 
become one of the Oregonians expected to get the corona- 
virus as daily life resumes, you'll be asked to share more 
personal details with a government investigator than per- 
haps even your mother knows about you. 

The friends, co-workers and other people you’ve been 
around will be urged to hunker down in quarantine for as 
long as two weeks, even if they’re feeling fine. 

But that’s what it will take to contain the coming resur- 
gence that scientists believe will hit — and experience in 
other countries and parts of the U.S. has borne out — while 
the state begins the delicate dance of reopening. 

State public health leaders say 9 in 10 people who 
become sick or were exposed to the illness must meet the 
demands of contact tracing for Oregon to beat back a sec- 
ond wave of infections. 

They concede it’s a tremendous ask for those who shud- 
der at the prospect of government intrusion, are struggling 
to pay the bills or just want to shake their stay-at-home 
blues.

Calls for peace on 


6th day of protest 


Thousands flood into 
downtown for rally, police 
remain mostly out of sight

Portlanders turned out again Tuesday to 
protest police brutality in light of the death 
of George Floyd, a black man killed May 25 
after a white police officer pressed his knee 
to Floyd’s neck for more than eight minutes. 

Demonstrations have continued for 
six consecutive nights in Portland. Thou- 
sands of people from two separate events 
flooded into Pioneer Courthouse Square on 
Tuesday evening. Minutes after they came 
together, they chanted, “Peaceful protest.” 

The protests have ranged every night in 
scale and tenor, from a mournful gather- 
ing of thousands who lay in silence on the 
Burnside Bridge, to clashes with police met 
with tear gas and stun grenades. Acts of 
vandalism broke out after a march Friday 
and continued at times over the weekend. 

Calls for peace took hold Monday, and 
the demonstrations remained largely 
peaceful. The calm carried over to Tues- 
day. Speakers called for peace soon after 
two standalone demonstrations got under- 
way at 6 p.m., and they remained that way 
hours later after the groups had joined in 
the courthouse square. 

One group of marchers did eventually 
make its way to a fence that blocked peo- 
ple from a large section of the downtown 
core, including City Hall, the downtown jail 
and police headquarters, and the county 
and federal courthouses. Police warned the 
group to stop shaking the fence. As stand- 
offs escalated at different points near the 
fence, police used stun grenades and tear

gas to try to split up the crowds. Police ulti- 
mately declared an unlawful assembly for 
the smaller groups near the fence while the 
larger protest continued in the square. 

Until then, police had remained almost 
entirely out of sight. Police leaders prepared 
Tuesday for the continued protests by meet- 
ing with some organizers and African Amer- 
ican community leaders. Officers also shut 
down the Hawthorne Bridge to traffic going 
into downtown. 

Portland Mayor Ted Wheeler acknowl- 
edged at a Tuesday morning press confer- 
ence that the protests had become more
